Butterfly tattoo 
is more than just 
some ink on my leg 


I have a tattoo of a butterfly on my left calf. 

I got the tattoo to cover up scar tissue from a bad varicose vein 
removal treatment years ago. The butterfly is the symbol of lupus, a 
disease I have had since 1999, but with which I wasn’t officially diag- 
nosed until 2006. 

When I got the tattoo, it was long before my diagnosis. I didn’t 
even know what lupus was, let alone that the butterfly is its symbol. I 
chose the butterfly because it covered up the scar tissue better than 
the other options. It turned out to be an apt choice. 

There are two forms of lupus: systemic and discoid. With systemic 
lupus (the form I have), the immune system attacks healthy tissue for 
unknown reasons. This form can cause major organ damage, muscle 
and joint pain or fatigue, skin damage and/or hair loss. Discoid lupus 
causes permanent skin scar damage for some (such as the scars on 
singer Seal’s face) and/or a facial rash across the nose resembling a 
butterfly, hence the beautiful insect being the symbol of lupus. 

May typically is lupus awareness month, although October recog- 
nizes it as well. Lupus may not be as prevalent as breast cancer, but 
I think it should be given the same attention. Breast cancer is more 
devastating, of course, but lupus information should be widespread 
because a person can have it and not be aware of it. 

My initial symptom was extreme fatigue, which I ignored because I 
was used to living a stressful and strenuous lifestyle as a single parent 
of two children with autism. But on a hot summer day, when I was 
coming home from the grocery store, I passed out. 

I was rushed to the hospital and given oxygen (which had left my 
brain, causing a minor stroke) and a blood transfusion (for blood 
platelet deficiency). Amid the medical jargon I was hearing from the 
emergency room doctors, I helplessly lay in bed not knowing why I 
was there. s 

Having lupus is a tricky thing and after a series of flare-ups over 
the years, I’ve learned to notice the signs before they become serious. 
Lupus is not a death sentence, but it can be life threatening. 

Due to the slew of medications I’m using to stabilize my condi- 
tion, my lupus is in remission. Each lupus case is different. I had to 
learn that stress management and less sunlight and heat exposure 
are essential to preventing flare-ups. Arm yourself with knowledge 
and please talk to your doctor if you have any questions about lupus. 

I’m dedicating this column to the lovely month of May because this 
is the month when I get to shine and enjoy the warm temperatures, 
for a little while. 

If you see me outdoors this month, please give me a wave or a 
friendly reminder to invest in some 30 SPF sunscreen or one of those 
big floppy hats.

Lolla promoter says 
expansion’s goal to please 
attendees, protect park

Despite concerns that an already large festival 
just got a whole lot bigger, Lollapalooza promoter 
Charlie Jones said Thursday that the festival’s ex- 
pansion this year in Grant Park is aimed at “im- 
proving the patron experience and protecting the 
park.” 

This week the Chicago Park District an- 
nounced plans to expand the festival Aug. 6-8 
from 80 acres from 115, and to increase daily ca- 
pacity from 75,000 to 95,000. 

But Jones, co-owner of Austin, Texas-based C3 
Presents, explained that the expansion is designed 
to protect some more sensitive areas of the park 
that were damaged last year and to relieve audi- 
ence bottlenecking. The festival sold out all three 
days last year, reaching total capacity of 225,000. 

Jones says this year’s daily attendance will be 
capped well short of 95,000, though he did not 
give a specific number. He said the festival will 
move two stages across Columbus Drive to spread 
out the crowd. 


Closing Columbus 


A couple of questions for Lollapalooza 
promoter Charlie Jones: 


Whose idea was it to expand the festival? 

It's been something that’s been talked about be- 
tween us and the Park District for years. We have 
always agreed to grow this festival responsibly. 
And last year when we sold out all three days, it 
sparked a conversation about public safety and 
patron experience. Certain components of the fes- 
tival have grown really fast, specifically the Perry’s 
Place electronic area. It was completely packed 
the entire time last year. We left a mark on the park 
in that area. We knew that area was going to grow 
and we needed to find a new home. 


Shutting down Columbus Drive for the week- 
end is a pretty major move. What will go there? 
Columbus is closed a lot during the summer. The 
systems are in place to do it. There will be no struc- 
tures or stages on Columbus. There will be art 
installations, an information booth and we will pull 
a high percentage of the portable restrooms out in 
that area, which will make them more accessible to 
cleanup trucks. 


Some areas hit by 3 inches of rain

Eye of the media storm 


School's decision to cancel 
hoops team’s trip to Arizona 
spurs a national debate

From Sarah Palin and Rush Limbaugh to 
Whoopi Goldberg, national attention has been 
focused on the decision to keep the Highland 
Park High School girls basketball team out of 
an Arizona tournament because of that state’s 
controversial crackdown on illegal immigrants. 

Talk shows and bloggers across the country 
jumped on the story Thursday, but Dsistrict 113 
administrators hunkered down. 

“Since undocumented students may be par- 
ticipating on any of our extracurricular teams, 
we need to ensure that all of our students can 
travel safely, especially in the United States,” 
Suzan Hebson, the assistant superintendent, 
wrote in an e-mail to the Tribune. 

Coming off their best season in 26 years, 
players had been raising money to attend the 
tournament next season in Scottsdale, Ariz., 
which is scheduled for late December. 

Former vice presidential candidate Palin 
criticized school district officials during an ap- 
pearance in Rosemont on Wednesday evening. 
“An economic and political boycott of one of

our sister states is not a way to secure our bor- 
ders,” Palin told the Rosemont audience. 

As students flowed from the high school 
on Thursday afternoon, they were greeted by 
reporters, photographers and a TV satellite 
truck from Fox News. 

“T feel bad for the girls,” said Evan Deahl, 17, 
a junior. “They worked hard to get all the funds 
together to go on this trip. But on the other 
hand we need to show support for our commu- 
nity. Many people don’t know that Highwood 
feeds into our community and that Highwood 
has a high proportion of Latino students.” 


Selig sidesteps question 
about moving All-Star game 
Major League Baseball commissioner 
Bud Selig is ignoring calls to move next 
year’s All-Star game from Phoenix be- 
cause of Arizona’s new immigration law. 

Asked about such demands at a news 
conference Thursday following an own- 
ers meeting, he responded with a de- 
fense of baseball’s minority hiring record. 

“Apparently all the people around and 
in minority communities think we're do- 
ing OK. That's the issue, and that’s the 
answer,” he said. “I told the clubs today: 
‘Be proud of what we've done. They are. 
We should. And that’s our answer. We 
control our own fate, and we’ve done 
very well.” 

White Sox manager Ozzie Guillen said 
he wouldn't participate in next year’s 
All-Star game if it remains in Arizona 
because of the law, which empowers 
police to determine a person’s immigra- 
tion status. 

The Major League Baseball Players 
Association condemned the law and 
Rep. Jose Serrano, a New York Democrat 
whose district includes Yankee Stadium, 
sent Selig a letter asking him to move the 
game.

WASHINGTON Senate Majority 
Leader Harry Reid has been 
subpoenaed to testify in the 
upcoming corruption trial of 
former Gov. Rod Blagojevich, 
a spokesman for Reid said 
Thursday. 
\ Jim Manley, spokesman for the 
Reid Democratic Senate leader from 
Nevada, said Blagojevich’s lawyer 
had contacted Reid’s lawyer, Marc Elias, “regarding ser- 
vice of a subpoena related to Mr. Blagojevich’s pending 
trial, as he has apparently contacted many others.” 

‘As a routine legal matter, Sen. Reid’s attorney ac- 
cepted service,” Manley added. “This action does not 
mean that Sen. Reid will testify at trial.” 

Blagojevich is awaiting trial for alleged misdeeds 
that include trying to sell the Senate seat that became 
vacant with the election of President Obama. 

Blagojevich’s lawyers also have subpoenaed Demo- 
cratic Sen. Dick Durbin of Illinois. But a federal judge 
recently rejected a request by Blagojevich’s defense to 
subpoena Obama to testify. 
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Four outside monitors are to be hired to make regular inspec- 
tions of Cook County Jail and report back to a judge under 
an agreement announced Thursday stemming from a federal 
probe of conditions at the jail. 

The agreement also calls for the hiring of more than 600 ad- 
ditional correctional officers over the next year—something 
the Cook County board already agreed to do in March to settle 
the federal probe. 

In addition, it calls for stepped-up inspections for contra- 
band and more video surveillance of inmate housing areas. 

Compliance will be overseen by four “mutually selected, in- 
dependent monitors ... who will exercise broad duties, respec- 
tively, over corrections, medical care, mental health care, and 
the physical plant,” the office added. 
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Cook jail placed guard 


The monitors must issue status reports to the federal court 
every six months. 

The agreement stems from a 2008 Justice Department re- 
port that concluded a culture existed at Cook County Jail that 
led to systematic inmate beatings, and that medical care was so 
poor that some inmates had died. 

The agreement also carefully delineates other measures 
aimed at improving conditions. For example, it requires that 
photographs or video be taken of all injuries allegedly caused 
by the use of force. 

Under the agreement, the Cook County Department of 
Corrections must hire, train and place on duty at least 448 new 
corrections officers by Dec. 31 and an additional 174 correc- 
tions officers by March 30.

Times Square probe widens 


BOSTON A top Massachusetts law 
enforcement official said Thursday 
that two men who have been taken into 
custody in the investigation into the failed 
Times Square car bomb are considered to 
have had a “direct connection” to the sus- 
pect, Faisal Shahzad. 
The official says the men are believed to 
have provided money to Shahzad, but in- 
vestigators aren’t sure whether they were 


witting accomplices or simply moving 
funds as is common between Middle East- 
ern and Central Asian nationals who live in 
the US. The official spoke on condition of 
anonymity. 

A spokesman for U.S. Immigration and 
Customs Enforcement says a third person 
was arrested in Maine, though two other 
law enforcement officials said that arrest 
was unrelated to the Times Square probe. 


Federal agents conducted raids in Mas- 
sachusetts, New York and New Jersey in 
connection with the failed bombing. 

The searches were the product of evi- 
dence gathered in the investigation into 
Shahzad’s alleged bombing attempt two 
weeks ago, but there was “no known im- 
mediate threat to the public or any ac- 
tive plot against the United States,” FBI 
spokeswoman Gail Marcinkiewicz said.

Piniella shifts players 
around, mixes things up 
in search of winning recipe 


Manager Lou Piniella is moving pieces around the 
chessboard as if it’s his last chance at checkmate, 
keeping the Cubs on their toes on a daily basis. 

Only six weeks through the season, about half 
the team has gone through a role change. 

Though he’s probably not done yet, the list of 
multimillion-dollar athletes who have been asked 
to leave their comfort zones already is impressive. 

It started when Piniella decided to lift Alfonso 
Soriano in late innings of close games for defensive 
purposes and picked up steam when he sent Car 
los Zambrano to the bullpen. Sean Marshall gradu- 
ally moved into the primary left-handed setup role, 
while lefty John Grabow moved into Marshall’s old 
role and Esmailin Caridad went from right-handed 
setup man to the disabled list to sixth-inning reliever. 

Ryan Theriot went from shortstop to second 
base when Starlin Castro arrived May 7, then

days later. Kosuke Fukudome went from being the 
No. 2 hitter to the leadoff spot, Mike Fontenot 
went from part-time starter to full-time bench guy 
and ‘Tyler Colvin went from rotating fourth out- 
fielder to late-inning defensive replacement. 

Derrek Lee dropped from No. 3 in the order to 
cleanup, while Marlon Byrd moved from the No. 
5 hole to No. 4, to No. 3 on Tuesday. And Aramis 
Ramirez dropped from the cleanup spot to the 
No. 5 hole, spending one day in the No. 6 spot. 

It has been a dizzying array of moves, even for 
Piniella.

Just Wright star juggles 
new film, book and studio

Queen Latifah is truly living up to her name. 

Not only does she have a film opening Friday 
and an inspirational book titled, “Put on Your 
Crown: Life-Changing Moments on the Path to 
Queendom” coming out, she’s built a new film 
and music studio in Miami. 

“It just made sense,” Latifah said during a 
New York interview to promote her new ro- 
mantic comedy “Just Wright,” starring Com- 
mon, Paula Patton, Phylicia Rashad, James 
Pickens Jr. and Pam Grier.

‘Letters to Juliet’ star 
lives la vita bella in Italy

Sometimes it’s nice to see some stereotypes 
proven true, such as the one about all Austra- 
lians being hot, friendly and outgoing. 

That’s the case with blond, handsome Aus- 
sie actor Christopher Egan, who offered a 
slice of his prosciutto pizza five minutes into 
a recent interview.

Newsweek column calling gay actors 
unconvincing has her fuming, though 


Like her character on the Starz comedy “Party Down,” Megan Mul- 
lally doesn’t seem like a woman who gets incredibly fired up. 

During a phone chat from Oklahoma City, where she was visiting 
family, she stopped the conversation to alert husband Nick Offerman 
(Ron Swanson on “Parks and Recreation”) to a flock of white birds. 

But Mullally didn’t stay mellow when I asked her about a recent 
Newsweek column stating that gay actors aren’t believable in straight 
roles. Writer Ramin Setoodeh singled out Mullally’s good friend Sean 
Hayes, writing that the gay actor’s portrayal of a straight ad man in 
Broadway’s “Promises, Promises” was “wooden and insincere.” He 
also called gay Broadway star Jonathan Groff “so distracting” in his 
guest role on Fox’s “Glee” as a straight high school student. 

“It’s just beyond comprehension,” Mullally said Tuesday. “That 
the article was written and the editor allowed it to go out online is 
beyond comprehension. They should be ashamed of themselves. 

“I don’t have anything else to really say about it. I could talk about 
it for 27 hours [but] we don’t have 27 hours.” 

Newsweek and Setoodeh have been roundly booed by the acting 
community, including Hayes’ “Promises” co-star Kristin Chenoweth, 
who posted a long response on the Newsweek website. Mullally, who 
played boozy Karen Walker to Hayes’ Jack McFarland on “Will & 
Grace” for eight years, defended her friend and the play. 

“Just for the record, Sean Hayes is phenomenal in that show, and 
the show is phenomenal and the storytelling is very complete. The 
love stories are all there, and he’s a phenomenally talented guy and his 
sexuality does not enter into or inform his abilities in any way.” 

As for “Party Down,” Mullally said she had a blast stepping into the 
role of Lydia Dunfree, a recently divorced, rather naive mom who has 
moved to L.A. to help her daughter, Escapade, break in to showbiz. 
Lydia gets a job with the catering service at the center of the show. 

Mullally, 51, who went to Northwestern University and worked 
in Chicago theaters for several years, has had her share of odd jobs, 
including as a foot model in the Windy City.
